The existing rules for telecommunications carriers are due to expire in mid-2005. The PUC has
proposed new rules that represent a significant rewriting and restructuring of all of the
telecommunications rules. The objective of this effort is to make available a single document that
is easy to use and access, as well as being compliant with required statutes and Commission
Orders.
